in the ſaid Commilston at more length is expreſſed: In Obedicnce to which y 
Thele are Intimating to all Brewers and Ventners within the ſaid Shyres, that they continue their Trade 
of brewiny and ventirg as they will be an{werable, wherein if they farhie they will be punished to the out=
